Worth of Institutes on War and 
Post-War Issues Is Revealed .. . 


Purpose: “. . . to help librarians and trustees inform them- 
selves about the important issues which face the American people; 
and to consider what libraries can do to encourage and assist the 
American people to read and think about them. The enterprise is a 
kind of experiment in post-professional self-education.” 


Organization: The Institutes are so organized that they spread 
from the National Institute, to Regional Institutes, to Local Institutes 
in communities throughout the United States. The National Institute 
was held in Chicago January 30-31, most of the twenty-one regional 
institutes have now taken place, state co-ordinators have been 
appointed for every state, and it is now hoped that many local insti- 
tutes will follow. 


Attendance: Attendance was limited at the National and Regional 
Institutes largely to those who expected to take part in later organi- 
zation. Attendance at local institutes should include librarians, 
trustees, and representatives from interested groups, or groups that 
should be interested, such as Labor, Women’s organizations, Schools, 
Chambers of Commerce, Local and Federal Government, etc. 


Comment: Local institutes will probably be most effective if 
conducted as discussion groups with the most experienced discussion 
leader available to guide the meeting. A panel discussion is also a 
good possibility, but a panel of experts tends to inhibit comments 
from the “audience.” Probably a local institute with two sessions 
would be effective if the first session has a panel of experts and 
discusses general war and post-war problems, and the second session 
is in the form of a discussion group speaking on the specific jobs of 
the library. 


Those who have attended such forums to date generally have 
found the institutes stimulating, but usually advise that the group be 
kept small enough for effective discussion. A few specific suggestions 
emanating from the National Institute are as follows: Include a cross- 
section of community groups, and get a discussion leader with a broad 
out-of-the-library-world knowledge. Place major emphasis on the 
What and How of the library’s role in preparing the community for 
war-time and peace. Emphasize what libraries and community groups 
can do together, and the library’s obligation to be active and effec- 
tive in community leadership. Select panel members to represent as 
many different points of view as possible. Encourage librarians to 
participate by sending in advance a list of questions for discussion, 
with a bibliography. Seat the institute group informally and let the 
participants speak without standing. Instruct selected librarians to 
raise definite questions. If possible agree on a practical program for 
libraries which can be summarized and made available. 














Mr. Carlson, a past-president of the Arizona Library Association, 
states that those present at the Seattle Institute were “vitalized and 
stimulated into some real thinking, some of which at least should 
be reflected in the management of their libraries and in the activities 
of their communities.” I myself found the Los Angeles Institute more 
than worthwhile, and I believe that the local institutes should fur- 
nish an incitation for even the smallest library to become more of a 
participant in public affairs. Too many librarians feel no obligations; 
and too many of the public are unaware of the possibilities of the 
library. 


The first local institute in Arizona was held April 11 in Phoenix. 
Its chairman, Mrs. Dixie Thompson, Osborn School, Phoenix, will be 
glad to pass on suggestions from her experience which will be useful 
in other institutes in Arizona. If you are interested in organizing a 
local institute, and if I have not already written to you on this subject, 
please write to me immediately. I can furnish helpful suggestions 
from those who have already worked in the field, lists of questions 
for possible discussion, and bibliographies of material pertinent to 
the discussions which we hope will take place in many local institutes 
in Arizona.

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Quality of Books Greatly Improved 
For 1943 Victory Book Collection . . . 


Incomplete returns on the 1943 Victory Book Campaign indicate 
a much smaller collection, but one of greater quality, than last year. 
The actual number of books shipped to the Phoenix Branch Army 
Library from various towns reporting to March 31, are as follows: 

Bisbee, 15; Clifton, 307; Flagstaff, 493; Prescott, 572; Jerome, 337; 
Clarkdale, 178; Nogales, 150; Thatcher (Gila Junior College) 158; Ajo, 
150 (?); Tucson, 3000; Willcox, 271; Phoenix, approximately 5000— 
a very incomplete total of 5631 volumes. In addition, about a thousand 
volumes went directly to posts or hospitals near Tucson, Prescott 
and Bisbee, and about 1500 volumes were discarded. 

Local librarians did most of the work and are to be commended 
for extracting really good books from a fairly willing populace. I 
have not heard from many of the librarians, but I do know that cam- 
paign ingenuity appeared in such places as Prescott and Flagstaff. 
Ten times as many books were collected in Tucson last year, but this 
year they were ten times better and saved much work in discarding. 
Mrs. Breathitt, Tucson librarian, had charge of Southern Arizona, Mrs. 
Berryman of Maricopa County and Miss Hudgins of Phoenix. 

Collections over the United States are short of expectations and 
national headquarters ask that books be accepted throughout the 
year, although the intensive drive has ended.

To all college libraries, the year 1942 was an eventful one, 
and Arizona State at Tempe was no exception. 


Student personnel has changed; by one’s and two’s and 
three’s we have told our boys good-bye; our library staff is 
now manned completely by young girls; courses of study have 
gone through a revolutionizing process, for a college, to serve 
in wartime, must supplement its program to meet wartime 
needs. Thirteen of our faculty members have entered some kind 
of war service, many of them as officers, others as teachers. 
This has meant double work for other faculty members who 
have taken over their programs. There is a notable change in 
the attitude of the student body toward college work; an at- 
mosphere of seriousness, not felt in previous years, is evident. 

But, just as readjustments are good for humanity, so they 
are good for college libraries, and while it has often meant add- 
ed hours to a day’s work, we have been glad to do our part in 
serving our country’s needs. 




















DETROIT LIBRARY NOW PROVIDES SLIDEFILMS TO 
AID BOOK STUDY 


An interesting and timely innovation has been introduced at 
the Detroit, Mich., Public Library, and at some of its branches. In the 
Technology Department, of which Mr. Ernest Miller is head, a num- 
ber of slidefilm (filmstrip) kits have been provided, together with 
small projectors for the use of readers and students. 

These film kits enable the student to benefit by visualization of 
his or her book studies in such subjects as pre-flight pilot training, 
welding, basic electricity, aircraft mechanics, shop work, etc. The 
use of the film kits has been encouraged by the Government in the 
nationwide High School Victory Corps Program of preinduction 
education in various skills needed in military aviation and war 
production. 


The student merely makes out a slip for the films he wants, 
then projects the pictures on the reading table for which purpose 
small screens are provided. The plan has proved to be very popular, 
not only among high school students but also among older people 
preparing themselves for war production work. Mr. Miller is en- 
thusiastic about the possibilities of the plan, and states that more 
kits will be added as they are available. Miss Ethel Kellow, of the 
Mark Twain branch, states that the films have greatly increased the 
demand for books dealing with technological subjects.
